lighting provided by both electricity 
and sunlight The classrooms will 
include whiteboards Instead of the 
chalky blackboards, and each will 
include internet access capability. 

So its equipment never becomes 
tod outdated, ACHS has five, five- 
year computer leases, staggered by a 
year. There were about 500 comput- 
ers throughout -ACHS this year. The' 
new technology room will Include 
computers with pods, or modules.

When the village water depart- 
ment determines it necessary, the

within the village, as well as through 
local media including area radio . 
stations. 

Wells explained the problem 
does not generally come from village 
residents using too much water as 
individuals, but more of a combina- 
tion of that usage along with the 
industrial usage of manufacturers 
within the village. 

"During the day, from 7 a.m. 
until 3 p.m.; the industrial park area 
uses approximately 450,000 gallons,"- 
explained Wells. "As a village, we do" 
about 1 million gallons per day, so 
the industrial park's .consumption 
makes up about 40 percent" 

"It's not a lack of water," Wells 
continued. "It's the heavy usage put 
on the pumps and the increased 
demand placed on the mechanical 
parts of the system."

The lindenhurst Police Depart- 
ment has been notified by the Illinois 
Criminal justice Information Au- 
thority that they have been awarded 
a federally-funded block grant of 
$1 1,631 to purchase mobile comput- 
er equipment The federal portion 
equals 90 percent of the estimated 
cost of the equipment The remain- 
ing 10 percent is the obligation of the 
Village.

1) In choosing your rental vehicle, are you 
thinking ahead of time? If size is a factor, con- 
sider how many people will be riding in Uie car 
or how much luggage or parcel space you will 
need.

In the early 1980's, the Fuller's began working with 
former U.S. President Jimmy Carter who has since been 
actively involved.

families in need are provided with a 
home. 

Habitat works by using volun- 
teer labor and some donated mate- 
rials to build modest homes. 

The homes are sold to families 
selected on the basis of need, ability 
to pay and willingness to be a part- 
ner by building their homes and the 
homes of others. 

"We are a Christian organiza- 
tion with Christian roots open to 
everyone." Donovan said, "We be- 
lieve In the theology of the hammer. 
We might disagree when to go to 
church, but we can all agree on 
when to put a hammer to use." 

The no-interest mortgage is 
held by Habitat Monthly payments 
from existing homes are recycled 
into the Fund for Humanity, which- 
is used to build more houses. 

Corporate businesses, churches 
and civic groups can sponsor a 
house. Sponsoring means that they 
provide the material and the labor 
to build the house. 

In 1991 Habitat Lake County 
sought sponsorship by Abbott Lab- 
oratories, whose employees already 
volunteered countless hours of ser- 
vice. 

Abbott donated $30,000 the first 
year and since 199 1 they have re- 
turned. 

"Gradually other companies 
have said they want to give back to 
the community. We have compa- 
nies coming from all parts of the 
country. It is a great team building 
opportunity," Donovan said. 

The 600 block of McAIister in 
Waukegan currently has five lots al- 



ready sponsored by various compa- 
nies, from Hewitt to Coldwell 
Banker Real Estate to the Partners of 
Lake Forest and Lake Bluff, a com- 
munity organization of volunteers. 

"CEO's, managers, employees, 
Habitat families and community vol- 
unteers work right in their with each 
other. There is no status distinction. 
It's wonderful." Donovan said. 

Habitat Lake County not only < 
provides the services for decent, af- 
fordable housing but also classes 
on budgeting, home maintenance, 
and yard maintenance. 

"These are things they've never 
had a chance to know because they 
per chance never have had a 
home," Donovan said. 

Criteria for selecting a family in- 
clude the need for a decent place to 
live, ability to pay and willingness to 
be a partner by building their own 
home with income levels between 
$20,000-$30,000. ' • 

The families are expected to pay 
a monthly payment on the house of 
approximately $400 including taxes 
and insurance. • 

Habitat does have the ability to 
foreclose and evict a family if they 
don't pay, but Donovan strongly 
noted, "We will do anything to help 
the family find a job or space out the 
payments. We will work with them 
as long as they work with us. It's a • 
partnership." 

The Habitat families, in order to 
accomplish their goal, must provide 
500 hours of what is called "sweat 
equity." Families have to make a se- 
rious commitment to reach home 
ownership.

It is the second lead- ' 
ing cause of cancer death for 
women and the leading cause of 
death in women between the ages 
of 40 and 55.

' annual mammograms, beginning 
at age 40; annual clinical breast ex- 
ams; and monthly breast self-exam- 
inations. Unfortunately, according 
to the American Cancer Society, 
less than half of women comply. . 

"Many factors, from fear to lack 
of a doctor's recommendation, 
keep women from practicing good 
breast health," says Lisa Vesterfelt 
Director of the ENCOREplus Pro- 
gram. "There js ; a tremendous need 
to reach women with information 
and resources, adds Vesterfelt. "We 
are grateful that Avon recognizes 
this and has chose to support our 
program."

response to your question. 

Of course, I will not be speaking 
about any one game in particular and 
certainly will not be naming any 
games. If any readers are concerned 
about the games that their children 
are playing, than 1 highly recommend 
that those parents take some time to 
review the specific games and decide 
whether they are o.k. with their child 
viewing that material..

reason that these games scare me. 
They are played repetitively. Usual- 
ly to the point of looking addictive. I 
think there is a certain sense of de- 
sensltization and numbing that oc- 
curs to suffering and violence. I 
have been asked before whether I 
feel that movies or games are more 
detrimental, I think that either me- 
dia done irresponsibly can be 
equally as problematic, however, 
the thing that disturbs me about the 
games Is the fact that the person 
playing is the person killing. I keep 
hearing what that military man 
said! The military simulators take 
out the human response of waiting 
and compassion. 

What to do about this? I have . 
never been nor will I ever be a pro- 
ponent of censorship. I believe in 
my heart that the real answer to all 
of this is parental involvement. Par- 
ents need to be very involved with 



what their kids are doing. They also 
need to know that it is o.k. and nec- 
essary to say, "no" to their child 
about many things. It's also o.k. to 
not be popular with your child for 
your choices. I would say that the 
amount of parents that I meet out 
there that don't feel o.k. with 
saying, "no," is'a'far more danger- 
ous statistic than any game or 
movie or music. Be involved all 
the time. Your child will be able 
to handle your limitations and 
will find other more acceptable 
things to enjoy! ... ; , . ,

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The Illinois Health Care Cost 
Containment Council unveiled to- 
day Its latest edition of the 'Health 
Cost Update' newsletter, which ex- 
plores the rising number of asthma 
hospital cases in Illinois that 
climbed by 2,2 percent In 1997. 

Most of these cases are made 
up by females of all ages, which ac- ' 
counted for nearly 57 percent of I11I- . 
nols' total 25,347 asthma hospital- 
izations, However, the number of 
cases reported for males showed an 
increase of 5.9 percent, while the 
number of the female hospitaliza- 
tions declined slightly in 1997. 

The 'Health Cost Update' 
newsletter also found infants and 
adolescents, who represent approx- 



imately one-fourth of the state's 12 
million population, accounted for 
10,972 asthma hospitalizations or 
43 percent of the total. They also ac- 
count for one-third of the $183.9 
million In total charges Incurred in 
Illinois hospitals and fqr 34 percent 
of the total hospital, patient days 
(80,615 days) for asthma treatment. 
Medicaid was the largest single pay- 
er among children ($28.4 million) 
and all asthma hospital charges

Asthma is a chronic respiratory 
disease^the severity of which ranges 
from mild to life-threatening. The 
Center for Disease Control reported 
a 61 percent increase in asthma irate 
between 1982 and 1994. According 
to the American Lung Association, 
more than 5,000 out of an estimated 
. 14.6 million Americans with asthma 
die from this ailment annually, a 
453 percent increase in mortality 
between 1985 and 1995. 

Asthma is also one of the more 
common ailments to inflict chil- 
dren. About 33 percent of asthma 
patients nationwide are ages 0-18. 
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Since its creation in 1984, the 
Council has provided consumers 
with a variety of information on 
various hospital discharges, charges - 
and lengths of stay. By law, its data 
come from inpatient records regu- 
larly reported by hospitals to the 
agency.

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Dermatologists clear up summer sun myths for acne sufferers

Clear complexions achieved 
during the summer may mislead 
many of the United States' 37 mil- 
lion acne sufferers In to believing 
their problems are behind them.. 
But, that's not the case, note der- 
matologists. "When expo'sed to 
sunlight, skin tends to swell, and 
oiliness and redness is reduced, 
. leaving many acne-prone individu- 
als with a temporary appearance of 
clear skin," explains Katie Rodan, 
M.D., Assistant Clinical Professor of 
Dermatology at Stanford Universi- 
ty. "As the summer progresses, and 
people are exposed more to the ' 
sun, the skin begins to shed dry and 
dead cells, clogging pores and mak- 
ing acne worse." 

Acne sufferers, whether they 
are in their teens or forties, need to 
pay special attention to their sum- 
mer skin care regimen, advises 
Kathy Fields, M.D., a clinical in- 
structor of dermatology at the Uni- 



versity of California, San Francisco 
Medical Center. "Proper skin cover- 
age and treatment during the sum- 
mer may help avert the post-sum- 
mer acne phenomenon dermatolo- 
gists typically see each fall."

If you're among the 40 million 
baby boomers hovering somewhere 
around age 50, you may have no- 
ticed that a few things — like your 
eyesight or memory — aren't work- 
ing the way they used to. While 
changes like these are inevitable, 
there's another change that may be 
preventable: the loss of your teeth.

tion o f that d am age i n the firs t place 
can really be affected by the pa- 
tient." 

Wolinsky .offers these sugges- 



tions to people who want to prevent 
adult tooth decay, 

• Brush at least twice a day. In 
general, most people should use a 
soft-bristle toothbrush and a fluo- 
ride toothpaste that helps "re-min- 
eralize" tooth enamel by replacing 
lost minerals, making enamel 
stronger and reversing early-stage 
tooth decay. New research in the 
area of cavity prevention has led to 
the development of En am el on Anti- 
Cavity Fluoride Tooth paste, which. 
helps promote the re-mineraliza- 
tion process by providing fluoride 
together with calcium and phos- 
phate, the building blocks of tooth 
enamel. Wolinsky, who has been 
actively involved in the research on ; 
Enamelon, has been pleased with - 
.the results he has seen to date. 

« Floss every day. Flossing is 
-probably the best way td'keep"^ 
gums healthy and help prevent 
cavities between teeth: Gently 
move the floss back and forth on 
both sides of each tooth includ- 
ing the back side of your last 
molars. If your teeth are very 
close together, try using a waxed 
or "shre'd-proor floss. 

• See your dentist twice a year. 
Even if you're lucky enough not to . 
have receding gums, sensitivity or 
periodontal disease, your dentist 
still should be monitoring you for 
cavities; particularly at the gum line 
and in between teeth. 

A friendly reminder from 
Wolinsky: Prevention and early de- 
tection are your best bets for keep-' ; 
ing strong, healthy teeth through- 
out your lifetime. Be sure to do your

We were a small flotilla of ca- 
noes and sea kayaks drifting down 
the Green River in Canyonlands Na- 
tional Park. Every day on the river 
we went deeper into wilderness. . 
Every day we went deeper into our- 
selves. 

Each bend of the river present- 
ed a new landscape; A falcon rising 
from a box canyon; a sheer sand- 
stone wall a thousand feet high; an 
! ancient shelter left by some extinct 
tribe. 

We wanted to somehow quanti- 
fy these scenes, to compare them. 
So we invented the Wow Factor. 
If we spied a new slickrock canyon 
and half of us said, "Wow," the 
scene earned a Wow Factor 5. If a 
certain quality of light caught al- 
most everyone's eye, it received a 
Wow Factor 7 The ultimate scene 
left us all slack-jaw and amazed: 
Wow Factor 10. •

Yellowstone National Pork and 
Grand Teton National Pork, 
Wyoming 

Yellowstone fs the granddaddy . 
of all national parks. It's fabled for 
wildlife and geysers, but 5 percent 
of its 2.2-milIion acres is water. That ■ 
includes some of the cleanest, 
wildest, and most storied rivers any- 
where. Rivers like the Yeilowstone- 
with its waterfalls and its Grand 
Canyon-and the steaming Firehole, 
but also the Madison, Lamar, Lewis, 
and Gardiner rivers. 

Yellowstone Park is not wel- 
coming to river paddlers. The rivers 
are cold and swift, and boats are 
generally prohibited. Stifl, there are 
many other ways to enjoy the park's 
running water. Most famously, 
there is fishing. Yellowstone's eigh- 
teen species offish attract flyc asters 
from across the world. The native 
Yellowstone cutthroat trout are the 
most prized, but there are also exot- 
ic browns and rainbows. 

Flyfishing In Yellowstone suf- 

* fers, though, from its own reputa- 
tion. You can literally be shoulder- 
to-shoulder with other fishermen. 
The same trout may be caught-and- 
released dozens of times annually 

. 'in the park's most popular waters. 
The alternative to this zoo is 
simple; Walk. Most park visitors 
seem to be attached to their cars by 
an invisible rope, and the quietwa- - 
«, ter is just beyond the length of that 
rope. Another tip: Don't overlook 
the small streams and tributaries. 

the other way to avoid the 
hordes is to visit in the fall or spring. 
September is my favorite month in 
t* Yellowstone: The fishing is the best 
and the bull elk are bugling their 
challenges through the high coun-i 
try. I hope Heaven is half so good. 

Just to the south is Yellow- 
stone's little sister, Grand Teton Na- 
tional Park. Here, the headwaters of 
, the Snake River flow from jagged 

* 12,000-foot peaks. The Snake coils 
through a cottonwood-forested bot- 

• torn, each bend offering a gleaming 
. new view of the Tetons. Drift boats 

bob past, filled with anglers casting 

• for the Snake's fine-spotted cut- 
\throat trout. 



The thirty miles of the Snake 
that flow through Grand Teton are 
divided into 3 segments, rated from 
beginning to advanced. The 
advanced segment presents pad- 
dlers with logjams, sweepers, and - 
braided channels. "It's a seemingly 
innocent river, but will hammer . 
anybody from beginner to ad- 
vanced on a given day," says one 
river ranger. 

Wow Factor? Take your pick: 
Feeling the mist from -the falls in the 
Grand Canyon of the Yellowstone. 
Watching bison ford the Lamar. , 
Soaking in the geothermally heated 
Boiling River as snowflakes melt in 
the steam.

C&O Canal and Harpers Ferry, 
In Virginia, West Virginia and 
Maryland 

Harpers Ferry is a former feder- 
al armory saturated with American 
history. It also happens to be at the 
confluence of two of the East's most 
notable rivers, the Potomac and the 
Shenandoah, When Lewis and Clark 
explored the West, they carried 
guns forged at Harpers Ferry. When 
John Brown revolted against slav- 
ery, he attempted to take over the 
armory here. During the Civil War, 
the town was the scene of bloody 
battles. 

And if you're visiting Washing- 
ton D.C. and need a river fix, this is 
. the place for it. "The passage of the 

Patowmac through the Blue Ridge is 
' perhaps one of the most stupen- 
dous scenes in Nature," wrote one ' 
early visitor named Thomas Jeffer- 
son. The bluff above Harper's Ferry 
is the most westerly spot Jefferson 
ever reached. 

Nowadays, the Appalachian 
Trail passes through town. The 
mountains flanking Harpers Ferry 
are still cloaked in hardwoods. If 
you catch the fall colors at their 
peak, consider yourself blessed, 

Great Falls of the Potomac and 
the C & O Canal offer a natural di- 
version after a day of touring muse- 
ums and monuments in Washing- 
ton. The sound of the river drowns 
out me hum of traffic and the tush 
forest stands in contrast to the ur- 
ban landscape hidden not far away. 
The historic C & O (Chesapeake and 
Ohio) Canal is a 184-mile long 
greenbelt running along the Po- 
tomac. It runs from the posh Wash- 
ington D. C. suburb of Georgetown, 
past Harpers Ferry, to the upstream 
community of Cumberland, Mary- 
land. 

Historically, mules pulled 
barges ferrying coal and other raw 
. materials up and down the canal 
from a tow path along the bank. ' 
Now, the path hosts joggers, walk- 
ers and anglers. The Potomac cross- 
es the Washington Beltway near the 
Great Falls. Here, kayakers peel out 
of wetsuits, slip into suits and ties, 
and head back to work after a mid- 
day paddling break. 

The canal path has 34 primitive 
campsites, right along the river. In 
theory, a canoer can float between 
campsites. Check your map careful- 
ly, though, because the campsites 
are not always visible from the wa- 
ter. The paddling is Class II, and the 
major danger is a series of small 
dams that must be portaged. 
Wow Factor? Standing in the foot- 
steps of George Washington and 
Thomas Jefferson, pondering how 
the nation they founded 223 years 
ago treats its rivers, both for work 
and for play.

Congaree Swamp National 
Monument, South Carolina 

When Spanish explorer Her- 
nando De Soto marched through 
the territory of the Congaree Indi- 
ans, South Carolina had perhaps a 
million acres of old-growth flood- 
plain. After four centuries of ex- 
ploitation, a mere 13,000 acres re- 
main. Fortunately, 11,000 of those, 
acres are protected in this national 
monument. 

This is the largest old-growth 
floodplain east of the Mississippi 
River. A visit is akin totime-travel. ' 
The Congaree River floods the mon- 
ument 10 times a year. The floods 
replenish the soil and grow some of , 
the biggest trees in the East. Loblol- 
ly pine, cypress, and cherrybark oak 
tower overhead. 

The 87 species of trees here 
support a broad array of wildlife, 
from native otters and bobcats to 
exotic wild boar. Birders are drawn 
by Congaree's eight species of 
woodpeckers and the Swain son's 
warbler. In summer, a dense 
canopy of leaves arches over the riv- 
er.In places, canoers paddle 
through a lush, green tunnel. War- 
blers sing and frolic overhead while 
the river gently pulls your boat 
downstream. 

Canoe travel along the Conga- 
ree can consist of short outings or 
overnighters. The paddle from 
Cedar Creek to the Highway 601 
bridge is a 20-mlle route that lends 
itself to a primitive overnighter. On - 
land, the Park Service maintains a 
trail network, with hikes ranging 
from short boardwalks to 10-mUe 
treks. Fishing for catfish, black and 
striped bass is allowed in most of 
the monument under state regula- 
tions. 

The river fluctuates with up- 
stream rains. Rising water can 
swamp camps and falling levels can 
leave your boat stranded. The main 
water trail is periodically cleared of 
debris, but a wrong turn can force 
you to drag your canoe through a 
field of downed logs. Also, beware of 
copperheads, cottonmouth, and 
other venomous snakes, mosqui- 
toes and deer flies, and poison ivy. 
Visiting the monument is free, al- 
- though donations are accepted. 
Primitive camping is also free, al- 
; though a permit is required. "This is 
a four-season park," said one offi - 
. cial. "It can be enjoyed every month 
of the year." 

Wow Factor? Joining hands with 
your paddling friends, trying to 
measure the girth of a giant cherry- 
bark oak tree that somehow sur- 
vived decades of logging and 1989's 
Hurricane Hugo.

Yukon- Charley River National 
Preserve, Alaska 

If you're the kind of paddler 
who has longed all your life for a 
true wilderness paddling experi- 
ence, Yukon-Charley In interior 
Alaska may be your destination. It's 
the kind of place that requires long 
planning and plenty of experience, 
but it offers rewards that only 
comes from wilderness adventure. 
The 1,800-mile long Yukon is one of 
our nation's mightiest and most 
legendary rivers. This preserve pro- 
tects 100 miles of that river. 

Moreover, the preserve protects 
the entire Charley River drainage, 
from source to mouth. That's a 108- 
mile river and a 1.1 million-acre wa- 
tershed. The drainage has no roads. 
It doesn't even have any main- 
tained trails. Because of its Clearwa- 
ter, bold Whitewater and untouched 
vistas, Alaskans consider the 
Charley one of their most spectacu- 
lar rivers. 

The preserve was created in' 
1980 arid encompasses some 2.5

million acres, the size of Yellow- 
stone Park. It is home to wolves, 
caribou, and Dall sheep and has the 
continent's highest concentration 
of nesting peregrine falcons. Tech- 
nically, Yukon-Charley is a national 
preserve, not a national park. The 
land is managed by the National 
Park Service, but is open to some 
uses that are barred in traditional 
parks, such as hunting and trap- 
ping. 

.Boats and airplanes, often in 
combination, are the two" most 
popular ways to visit Yukon- 
Charley. Floaters load rafts on 
bush planes and fly to the upper 
reaches of the Charley to float 
downstream. But planes .cost,, . 
money.* A b'usrT plarie'from ToK to 
the headwaters of the Charley 
runs $1,200. The downstream run 
includes a steady course of Class 
III Whitewater. 

Other potential floats don't re- 
quire aircraft. One option is the 
Yukon, between Eagle and Circle, 
which is a 150-mile trip. Just outside 
the park, the Fortymile River also af- 
fords Whitewater floating and has 
road access. But take this trip seri- 
ously. The Park Service brochure is 



blunt: "Novice boaters have no 
business.. .on these wilderness 
rivers." 

. The Yukon tends to run silty 
and Is not known for its fishing. Sev- 
eral tributaries, however, are clear 
and sport grayling and other 
species. Start dreaming; 

Wow Factor? The moment the 
bush plane leaves you at the put-in 
when you become aware of the total 
silence and know your party is Mr 
terly on its own for the next hun- 
dred miles.

#22 million originally estimated (by 
the State Board of Higher Educa- 
tion). We've done everything we can 
to bring the cost down," he said. 

The state is obligated to pay half 
of that amount, or $6.3 million, and 
the city of Waukegan would con- 
tribute $3 million, according to Tuo- 
hy. That would would mean the 
county's obligation would be only 
$3.3 million, sign ificantly lower than 
at any other site, he said. 

However, State Board of Higher 
Education president Ed Moore has 
indicated the decision on where to 
locate the University Center will not 
be primarily based on financial is- 
sues, but where is the best site for a 
higher education facility in Lake 
County. 

Evelyn Schiele, director of public 
relations for the College of Lake 
County, believes the college has the 
site that best serves the needs of Lake 
County residents. 

The college has proposed con- 
structing the University Center on a 
14-acre vacant parcel of land on the 
northeast comer of the campus. 



Schiele said the CLC site would 
have the advantage of leveraging ex- 
isting resources over time, such as li- 
brary, maintenance and day care ser- 
vices, thus resulting in a cost savings 
overtime. 

Schiele said a survey done of CLC 
graduates by the State Board of High- 
er Education indicates a majority 
would like to see the University Center 
located on the existing campus. 

"CLC graduates are likely to be a 
major source of students for the Uni- 
versity Center," she said. 

Ken Marabella, administrator for 
the Village of Mundeleln, said he Is 
"very excited" about the prospect of 
a University Center in Lake County 
and hopes it will be in Mundelein. 
Mundeleln has proposed a down- 
town site at a former business park. 

"We feel we're still very much in 
the running," he said. 

In addition to the cost factor, 
Tuohy said other advantages of the 
Lakehurst site are accessibility to ma- 
jor traffic arteries and population 
centers and the potential for redevel- 
opment of Waukegan.

Fox Lake had risen four inches in 
a 12-hour period as of Tuesday 
morning, six inches for two days. 

He said Fox Lake officials were 
ready to have some sandbagging 
operations, should they become 



necessary. The sand was donated 
as well as received from McHenry 
County.

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Highway students 
ignoring the obvious 

For some inexplicable reason, Lake County Transporta- 
tion Improvement Project (TIP) continues to evade a di- 
rect response to the crying need to address mind- 
numbing east-west highway congestion during critical 
daily drive-time periods. 

The study agency, funded jointly by the Illinois Div. of • 
Transportation (IDOT) and the Illinois Toliway Authority, does- 
n't even answer the east-west question raised by TIP itself in a 
progress report. A question about widening existing roads as a 
solution brought forth a puzzling response that widening is but 
one of a "wide range of improvement options." Oh? 

In response to its own question about east-west conges- 
tion, as typified by upgrading Rte. 22, Lake-Cook Rd., Washing- 
ton St. and Peterson Rd.,TIP offered the vapid observation that 
east-west problems are only part of general congestion. Dou- 
ble oh! 

TIP insists vehemently that findings by some anti-Rte. 53 . 
organizations that construction of the duplicative toliway will 
attract 60,000 new residents are incorrect. Who to believe? 
Whatever, TIP has a policy of downplaying the impact of Rte. 
53, relegating the controversial highway construction plan to 
"one of a number of improvements we will consider." 

As for population growth, TIP has zeroed in on a figure of . 
250,000 new Lake County residents by 2020 without any signif- 
icant transportation improvements, sort of a ready-or-not, 
here-they-come attitude. The 250 ,000 population figure is at- 
tributed to IDOT, a guesstimate that has been challenged by 
demographers. 

The TIP suggestion that highway transportation has little or 
no impact on population growth is hard to swallow. As suppos- 
edly serious students of Lake County growth, TIP seems to be 
missing some cogent points or is awfully slow to grasp reality. 
Lack of TIP certitude begs the question exactly what purpose 
this latest of highway studies serves. 

Thankless office 
may be revised 

Public service's most thankless job — serving on a local 
board of education— may be getting even less reward- 
ing. The Wall Street Journal focused on how the school 
board's role is shifting with new educational choices like 
charters, vouchers and for-profit school management compa- 
nies. 

In Lake County, a glimpse of what is coming has been of- 
fered with the charter school movement where the centrally lo-. 
cated Woodland Consolidated Dist., its classrooms bulging 
from rampant growth, and Fremont Consolidated in rural 
Mundelein will be sharing revenues with a new charter district 
starting this fall, Prairie Crossing Charter School, Rte. 45. 

Election to a school board postis less fulfilling to service- 
minded citizens these days because it has become so compli- 
cated. No longer does the job consist of hiring a superinten- 
dent, building buildings and traditional curriculum oversight. 
The school board job has evolved to such social engineering 
add-ons as sex and drug education, family living instruction 
and sensitivity training. And now the advent of "education 
choice." Whatever happened to reading, writing and arith- 
metic? 

A professor of public affairs found that school boards are 
heading toward the business of "buying" education instead of 
supplying education through the contractural process. Teach- 
ers unions hate this thought because it puts the spotlight on 
performance and achievement. 

The Journal found that Republican leaders like the con- 
tracting concept because it plays to greater parental control. At 
the same time, the Journal noted that a Democratic think tank 
has endorsed it and forwarded the idea to Vice PresidentGore. ' 
With the cloak of bi-partisanship, there might be a future for * 
school contracting. 

So a thankless job might be facing better days. But probably 
not soon.

is based on maximizing the educa- . 
tional impact of the multi-university 
then the Grayslake site stands out as 
the clear choice. 
. The College of Lake County has . 

offered to donate approximately 15 
acres of land on its existing campus 
for the construction of the multi-. 
university, By locating the University 
Centerjat this site,.the benefits to 
- students and Lake County residents 
will be tremendous. In choosing a 
site for this educational facility, it Is 



important that we remember: 

This site offers the opportunity 
to design and build the optimal edu- 
cational facility, rather than retro- 
fitting old buildings, which will not 
provide the best results; 

This is an education project, not ' 
an economic development project. 
The location of the multi-university 
should maximize the benefit tostu- ■ 
dents in Lake County, and not maxi- 
mize the benefit to a developer or a 
commercial district. 

Thirty years ago, it was deemed 
important that the county 's premier 
educational facility should be in the 
geographic center of the county to 
best serve its clientele. Later, that 
same rationale was used in selecting 
a site for the Ldke County High 
School Technology Campus. 

; This site allows for the sharing of, 
resources between the College of 
Lake County and the new multi-uni- 
versity. 

The CLC site, located on Wash- 
ington Street in Grayslake, is only- 
• 1/4 mile from the intersection of 
Route 45 and Washington Street. 
The road system within one. mile of 
this site is being expanded with . 
many major improvements. Any 
traffic generated by the University 
Center will be accommodated most 



efficiently in this area. 

Finally, we should remember 
the three rules of real estate; loca- 
tion, location, location. By locating 
CLC where fhey did, county leaders 
created an educational center that 
has been incredibly successful, pro- 
viding educational opportunities to 
over 300,000 students since its in- 
ception. In contrast, the Lakehurst 
site failed in its previous life. Why? 
Location. 

■ Also, keep in mind that the de- 
veloper at the Lakehurst site has 
pitched a "sketch plan" for the de- 
velopment at that site.

X-Treme Value Is Lake County's 
newest deep discount store, featur- 
ing designer clothing and other 
items at 60 to 80 percent of retail 
prices. But one won't find it at 
Gurnee Mills. Its home is Zion. 

The store's co-owner Jay Kastar, 
a resident of Gumee, said he looked 
into the possibility of locating the 
store in Round Lake Beach, 
MundeleinorZion. 

"Zlon had the right clientele," 
said Kastar. "I thought the Kmart 
Plaza would be a good draw and the 
community would benefit. The com- 
munity has been good to me so far." 

The opening is also good for the 
business strip located just north of 
Wadsvvorth Rd., which has seen a 
number of store closings in the past 
several years. 

Kastar unofficially opened the 
store in early May. The official grand 
opening, with a ribbon-cutting cere- 
mony, was Friday, June 4. 

The store, which encompasses 
5, 100 square feet of floor space, car- 
ries clothing for women, men and 
children. Brands include Tommy 
Hilfiger, Ralph Lauren, Liz Clai- 
borne, Nautica, Jones of New York, 
Levis, Calvin Klein, DKNY and 
Guess. It also carries thousands of 
private label selections. Additional- 



ly, it offers shoes, accessories and 
home items, such as pots and pans, 
picture frames, pillows and com- 
forters. 

The key draw of the store is that 
it provides quality items for substan- 
tially low prices. 

"You can buy a pair of pants here 
for $5 that would be $19 at another 
store," said Kastar. "I don't think 
you'll find it cheaper any place else." 

The merchandise, which comes 
from department stores nationwide, 
is primarily made up of out-of-sea- 
son goods, excess inventory and cus- 
tomer returns. 

"Sometimes department stores 
never resell returned items, even if 
they were returned only because of 
the size," said Kastar.

Kastar said young people 
are primarily buying designer items. 

"I tried to model the store after 
a boutique," he said.

Dear Search: 

What is the rule on companies and severance pay? 1 left a 
company after 3 1 12 years due to lay off. and 1 was not offered 
any severance nay. I was told by a friend that i had it coming to 
me and that I should contact the company to find out win* I 
have not received it yet. Please give me your ideas on how I 
should approach the situation. T.S.-Lalcemoor 

DearTS.: 

Your friend is feeding you improper information. Be 
advised (hat severance pay is not a "given". Companies are not ' 
required to give an employee severance pay for any reason 
whatsoever. Severance nay is a gift of sons that often means 
"hope this softens the blow". Your friend may be confusing the 
serverance pay with unemployment compensation, which you 
may be eligible Tor. Contact your nearest Illinois Department < 
of Employment Security office, which foryou would probably 
be the Waukegan office ( although you can contact any Illinois l 
facility) , and they will have you nil out the forms necessary for 
which you may apply for the compensation while you are 
actively seeking future employment. You should have no trou- 
ble collecting as long as the reason for your termination is 
uncontested. The Illinois Department of Employment Security 
has launched an effort to crack down on unemployment fraud. 
Therefore, be sure that you are actively seeking employment 
with an emphasis on actively. Be prepared when you go la 
apply at your nearest office to supply ihe representative with - 
your employer's name, address, dates of employment, pay- 
check stubs if you have them, and a good altitude. You will 
then be required to meet with a job service counselor who will 
monitor your activity and offer recommendations as to possi- 
ble job listings that may be available. You will also be required 
to check in periodical ly. 

Dear Search: 

I recently spent a fortune to have my resume typed by a 
service that omitted the year that I graduated from college. 
They told me they did it, but could you please tell me what you 
would believe is the reason for not including that on a resume? 
I am proud of my accomplishment and feel it should be includ- 
ed, ft H.-Lake Forest 

DearR.H., 

It doesn't sound as though anyone is hying to shrink your 
accomplishment. As I understand it, your degree is included in 
your resume; however, just the dale of graduation was left out. 
The reason 1 can guess would tie that a potential employer 
could possibly calculate your age, which could help or hurt 
depending on the position. If you feel more comfortable having 
it in, ask the service to do so, but it is not necessarily needed. :
